FOREWORD 

The  ink  has  barely  dried  on  the  exciting  numismatic  reports  of  the  gold  coin  sale 
of  the  Shapero  Collection  held  October  25-27,  1971  — and  again  Schulman  Coin 
and  Mint,  Inc.  presents  a gold  coin  sale  (with  some  silver  and  some  platinum  rari- 
ties) which  is  one  of  the  outstanding  collections  of  the  year  ! 

The  collection  in  this  auction  was  formed  by  the  late  John  C.  Pickard  who 
was  born  in  Portland,  Maine,  September  3,  1900.  He  attended  Shadyside  Academy, 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.;  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  Exeter,  N.  H.  and  Bowdoin  College, 
Brunswick,  Maine,  where  he  was  a member  of  Theta  Delta  Chi  Fraternity. 

He  became  an  Overseer  of  Bowdoin  in  1952,  was  elected  a Trustee  of  the  Col- 
lege in  1961.  In  1963  he  was  a recipient  of  Bowdoin  Alumni  Association’s  highest 
award — The  Alumni  Service  Award — for  his  continued  loyalty  and  devotion  to  the 
College.  In  1968  he  received  from  his  Alma  Mater  the  honorary  degree  of  doctor 
of  laws.  He  was  a former  member  at  large  of  the  Bowdoin  Alumni  Council  and  a 
Past  President  of  The  Bowdoin  Club  of  Phila. 

He  was  the  fourth  generation  of  the  Pickard  Family  to  be  on  the  boards  of 
Bowdoin  College  as  his  great-grandfather,  Samuel  Pickard,  was  an  Overseer;  his 
grandfather,  Charles  Weston  Pickard,  Class  of  1857,  was  also  an  Overseer;  and  his 
father,  Frederick  W.  Pickard,  Class  of  1894,  was  also  an  Overseer  and  Trustee. 

After  graduation  in  1922  he  joined  E.  I.  du  Pont  de  Nemours  & Co.  at  Arling- 
ton, N.  J.,  and  held  various  positions  in  New  York  City,  Fondon,  Niagara  Falls, 
N.  Y.,  Eos  Angeles  (El  Monte),  Calif.,  and  Wilmington,  Del.  He  was  an  Assistant 
Director  of  Sales  of  the  Electrochemicals  Department  at  the  time  of  his  retirement. 

In  addition  to  Bowdoin,  his  interests  were  varied — education,  coins,  books, 
oceanography,  natural  history — too  numerous  to  list,  but  to  mention  a few:  a former 
Trustee  of  Hebron  Academy,  Hebron,  Maine;  an  Associate  and  Member  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  Woods  Hole  Oceanographic  Institution,  Mass.;  a former  Treas- 
urer of  The  Society  of  Natural  History  of  Delaware;  a member  of  the  Library 
Associates  of  the  University  of  Delaware;  Mt.  Cuba  Astronomical  Observatory, 
Del.;  Wilmington  Society  of  the  Fine  Arts,  Del.;  and  the  American  Numismatic 
Association. 

From  1937  until  his  death  on  September  5,  1970  he  had  resided  in  Greenville, 
Delaware  with  his  wife  Irene.  Jack,  as  we  all  called  him,  was  as  generous  as  he  was 
modest,  and  the  proceeds  of  his  gifts  of  stamps  and  coins  which  were  bequeathed 
to  Bowdoin  by  Jack  will  be  put  into  a John  Coleman  Pickard  Memorial  Fund,  the 
income  of  which  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  President  of  Bowdoin  for  any 
purpose  whatsoever  to  give  financial  assistance  to  the  College. 

Bowdoin  College,  one  of  the  oldest  seats  of  learning  in  the  United  States,  was 
established  by  Charter  from  the  General  Court  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  in 
June  1794,  in  order  to  provide  citizens  an  educational  opportunity  in  the  District 
of  Maine,  then  a rapidly  growing  frontier.  Original  gifts  of  lands  were  made,  in 
addition  to  donations,  by  James  Bowdoin  III,  son  of  the  late  Governor  of  Massa- 
chusetts whom  the  College  honors  with  his  name.  Alumni  of  Bowdoin  College  in- 
clude in  their  roster  such  eminent  men  as  President  Franklin  Pierce,  Nathaniel 
Hawthorne  and  Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow,  the  latter  two  who  were  graduates 
of  the  class  of  1825. 

In  1820  the  College  established  a Medical  School,  producing  many  well- 
trained  doctors  who  practiced  in  Marne  and  elsewhere.  However,  when  needed 
clinical  facilities  and  technical  equipment  became  too  complex  and  expensive  for  a 
small  institution  to  supply,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  discontinue  the  School  in 
1921. 

The  curriculum  during  the  early  years  was  rigidly  prescribed  and  strong  in  the 
classics.  In  the  field  of  science,  mathematics  was  soon  joined  by  the  study  of  chem- 
istry and  mineralogy.  1871  saw  the  short-lived  Engineering  School  - it  survived  for 
only  10  years.  Its  most  famous  graduate  was  Admiral  Robt.  E.  Peary,  the  first  to 
reach  the  North  Pole. 

Since  1952  Bowloin  has  met  the  rapidly  changing  demands  of  society  and 
students  by  introducing  curricular  innovations,  expanding  the  size  of  its  Faculty  and 
improving  its  facilities  at  a faster  pace  than  during  any  comparable  period  in  its 
history.  One  of  the  many  new  constructions  during  that  period  was  the  Pickard 
Theatre  in  Memorial  Hall. 

Under  the  present  leadership  of  Roger  Howell,  Jr.,  tenth  president  of  the 
College,  Bowdoin  has  sought  to  meet  the  challenges  which  have  ever  stood  before 
it:  primarily  that  of  attracting  and  holding  a faculty  of  the  highest  caliber  to  provide 
the  best  possible  education  for  its  students.

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General  History  of  the  Gulcliner  1477 

The  idea  of  minting-  large  silver  coins  was, 
not  unnaturally,  born  around  the  15th  cen- 
turally,  because  of  the  emergence  of  large 
silver  mines,  and  the  plan  was  to  mint  a 
silver  coin  equal  in  value  to  the  usual  gold 
coin  of  the  times,  the  gold  gulden  which 
dominated  trade  and  had  originated  in  the 
florin  of  Florence,  Italy,  of  1252,  followed 
by  that  of  Venice  in  1272,  with  a weight  of 
5.537  grams. 

The  first  prince  to  get  this  idea  was 
Maximilian,  son  of  Emperor  Friedrich  III  of 
the  Holy  Roman  Empire.  In  1477  he  married 
Maria,  daughter  of  Duke  Charles  the  Bold 
of  Burgundy,  who  fell  in  battle  at  Nancy  on 
January  5 of  the  same  year.  Charles’  lands 
were  divided  between  France  and  the  Em- 
pire. 

Duke  Charles  had  had  a confidential  sec- 
retary, the  Italian  Giovanni  Candida,  who 
after  Charles'  death  was  employed  by  Maxi- 
milian in  the  same  capacity.  This  Candida 
was  very  interested  in  coinage  and  in 
medals  and  is  known  to  have  made  an  un- 
dated marriage  medal  in  1477  and  many 
other  medals. 

It  is  possible,  even  probable,  that  this 
same  influential  confidant  suggested  to 
Maximilian  that  he  should  be  the  first  to 
issue  a large  silver  coin  equal  in  value  to 
the  current  gold  coin,  the  Andreas  gulden, 
which  was  the  only  gold  coin  minted  by 
Burgundy  similar  in  weight  to  the  florin, 
the  Venetian  gold  ducat  and  the  French  ecu 
d’or  initiated  by  French  King  Philip  (1284- 
1340). 

Thus  in  1477  Maximilian  issued  the  first 
“thaler,”  weighing  34.46  grams,  in  value  the 
exact  counterpart  of  the  current  gold  coins. 
The  number  minted  was  probably  low,  but 
the  few  specimens  which  have  survived  show 
clearly  that  these  coins  have  been  in  circu- 
lation. One  reposes  in  the  Berlin  Museum 
and  weights  32.485  grams;  the  other  speci- 
men was  for  many  years  in  the  private  col- 
lection of  the  well-known  German  coin 
dealer  and  numismatic  writer  Richard  Gaet- 
tens,  and  is  now  in  the  crown  collection  of 
the  consignor. 

This  coin  was  quite  clearly  issued  for 
circulation  and  is  indisputably  the  FIRST 
DOLLAR-SIZED  COIN  OF  THE  WORLD. 
Place  of  issue  was  Brabant  in  the  Nether- 
lands. 

Archduke  Sigismund  of  Tirol,  a cousin  of 
Maximilian,  would  quite  naturally  be  the 
first  to  notice  this  revolutionary  develop- 
ment, as  his  lands  embraced  the  largest 
silver  mines  in  Europe,  in  S’chwaz.  Most  of 
the  silver  from  the  Tirol  mines  ever  since 
1275  was  minted  in  Meran,  south  of  the 
Brenner  pass,  but  in  1477  it  was  decided  to 
move  the  mint  to  Hall,  north  of  the  Bren- 
ner. There  it  was  nearer  the  mines  and  the 
capital  at  Innsbruck,  and  the  assistant 
mintmaster  in  Meran,  Hermann  Grunhofer, 
was  made  mintmaster  in  Hall. 

Strangely  enough,  the  trade  did  not  like 
these  large  silver  pieces  very  much,  so  the

issue  was  also  not  large  in  Hall,  and  it  was 
not  before  the  Counts  of  Schlick  started  their 
large  issues  in  Joachimsthal  in  1518  that  the 
basic  silver  crown  of  the  world  was  generally 
accepted  and  spread  to  all  parts  of  Europe 
and  the  world. 

For  the  story  of  how  it  came  to  be  minted, 
we  refer  to  Mr.  Brekke’s  articles  in  the  Nov- 
ember issue  of  “World  Coins”.  See  the  left 
column. 

This  coin  has  been  sold  at  auction  3 times 
in  this  century: 

In  1914  Albert  E.  Frey  wrote  his  book 
“Dated  European  Coinage  Prior  to  1501”  in 
which  he  definitely  describes  this  coin  as 
the  “oldest  Thaler  in  the  world”.  The  same 
description  of  this  coin  was  used  at  the 
Hess  auctions  of  1911  and  1931. 

Mr.  Gruenthal  of  the  A.N.S.  was  very 
well  aware  of  the  importance  of  this  coin 
when  it  was  shown  to  him  by  Mr.  Brekke 
in  October  1965.  He  produced  the  auction 
catalogue  of  Hess  1931  and  was  very  inter- 
ested to  see  that  this  specimen  was  the 
exact  coin  sold  in  1931.  Gaettens  bought  it 
in  1941  from  the  man  who  acquired  it  in 
1931  so  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this 
specimen  is  the  third  known  coin  in  private 
hands  beside  the  Leningrad  and  East  Berlin 
specimens. 

We  think  one  can  quite  safely  say  that 
this  specimen  is  unique  in  private  hands. 
Further,  we  think  it  is  not  right  to  use  the 
word  “Schau-Thaler”  which  is  more  like  a 
medal  and  then  it  is  not  a “Thaler”  other 
than  in  weight  and  size,  because  this  word 
only  came  into  existence  after  the  Joachim- 
stal  series  came  to  be.  The  correct  word  for 
this  Thaler  is  “Guldiner.”  Further,  as  it  was 
minted  to  have  the  exact  value  of  the  then 
reigning  Andreasgulden  (in  gold),  it  was 
obviously  meant  to  be  used  as  money.  There 
is  nothing  that  suggests  that  it  was  ever 
meant  as  a medal.  Candida,  secretary  to 
Maximilian  who  is  the  father  of  the  issue, 
minted  several  wellknown  medals  in  1477, 
but  they  are  so  completely  different  in  re- 
lief, rim  and  general  looks,  that  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  Guldiner  1477  is  a coin,  The 
forerunner  of  the  Thaler,  Dollar  and  Crown 
Series  of  the  world.  The  issue  was  surely 
small,  both  because  it  was  the  first  time, 
but  also  because  the  trade  did  not  like  these 
large  silver  pieces.  This  probably  explains 
why  Maximilian  did  not  continue  the  series. 
Even  the  Tiroler  Guldengroschen  or  Guldi- 
ner of  1486  which  is  offered  in  many  sales 
was  definitely  not  popular  when  it  ap- 
peared. And  although  called  “taler”,  the 
word  “taler”  did  not  yet  exist  at  that  time 
either.  It  was  really  the  Joachimstaler  that 
made  the  breakthrough,  and  taler  became 
popular  from  then  on,  and  the  word  “taler” 
came  about. 

The  Guldiner  1477  might  be  called  the 
“Pattern  Crown  of  the  World”  because  it 
became  a pattern  for  a future  crow-n.  Only 
one  crown  collector  in  the  world  can  obtain 
this  “Crowning”  piece  for  his  collection.
